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Burglar Talks Himself 
Into Arrest, Much Loot 

Discovered In Rocm 

Mystery of Robberies Solved After 
Three Years of Crime in Pass 
Towns -Had ‘Black Jack” 
Among Possessions 

Breaking into stores by night over 
a period of three years, while hold¬ 
ing a job at McGillivray mine com¬ 
pany tipple, and keeping on good 
terms >vith everyone, including the 
police Who were non-p’ulsed as to 
who was committing the robberies, 

Herbert Henderson, aged 23 years, 
whose home address was Hillcrest, 
and for three weeks prior to his ar¬ 
rest on October 23, was a boarder at 
the Empire hotel, Coleman, is now 
in Lethbridge jail awaiting trial on 
October 27, following his remand by 
Magistrate Gresham, of Blairmore. 

Over a score of stores in the Pass 
towns in- Alberta and British Colum¬ 
bia it is alleged have been burglar¬ 
ized by this plausible young man, as 
evidenced by the goods found in his 
possession, of which a considerable 
quantity were found in his room 
concealed in a trunk and other recep¬ 
tacles. It is suspected that he has 
another cache in the district,' and ef¬ 
forts are being made to discover it. 

Included in his possessions was a 
“black jack” loaded with shot, while 
the goods included items of every 
line of merchandise, such a groceries, 
tobacco and cigarettes, shirts, small 
hardware, jewelery, photographic 
films, batteries, fishing tackle, and 
many other articles. When-laid out :n 
the police office in Coleman, there 
appeared sufficient stock to open a 
small store, and it is surmised there 
is still a quantity not yet discovered. 

The accused drove an Essex coupe, 
so that his means of transit was com¬ 
paratively easy. Included in robber¬ 
ies attributed to this modern “Charles 
Peace” is the theft of about $70.00 
worth of liquors from the ’Govern¬ 
ment store in Coleman early this 
year, with which it is alleged, from 
enquiries, that he entertained a 
number of friends at Lethbridge. 

Burglaries by the accused mysti¬ 
fied the police, despite the viligance 
of R.C.M.P. and local officials, and in 
place of Henderson being suspected, 
the thefts were attributed to others 
who had on previous occasions been 
convicted for similar offences. To 
throw the police off the scent, he 
would keep on friendly terms with 
them, and in some of the Pass towns 
this was so apparent that he was 
suspected of being a “stool pigeon.” 
His undoing came when he called up 
the police and said he believed he 
could help them to track down the 
thieves. He told of having seen two 
men walking down the main street 
of Coleman in the early hours of 
the morning following a burglary at 
Coleman Trading Co. store, and that 
they had plates on their heels, as he 
heard them clicking on the concrete 
sidewalk. Investigation of the pre¬ 
mises showed a foot print with a rub¬ 
ber heel on a butcher’s cutting block 
which had been made by someone 
breaking in a rear window and step¬ 


ping on the block. The readiness 
with which Henderson volunteered 
his information to the police aroused j 
the suspicions of Constable Hough-1 
ton, and after consultation with Cor- I 
poral Cawsey of the R.C.M.P., Blair-1 
more, a search warrant was obtained * 
and Henderson’s room at the Em¬ 
pire hotel was found to be the hid¬ 
ing place for a large quantity of 
stolen goods. 

Included in the assortment was a 
mail bag showing by the label intact 
in the tag that it had been sent from 
Regina to Hillcrest in 1930. 

Among the robberies traced to 
him is that of G. R. Powell’s jewel¬ 
ry store, Coleman, nearly two years 
ago. This store was entered by 
•utting away around the lock of the 
front door, in a portion of the town 
most frequented throughout the 24 
hours. Other stores-of which proof 
is shown of his having entered, are 
Coleman Hardware Co., Rushton’s 
Grocery store, Coleman Trading Co., 
Burnett & Cruickshank, of Hillcrest, 
Coleman government liquor store, 
and stores in Blairmore. 

Enquiries reveal that some of the 
stolen goods were sold to friends 
under the guise that he had pur¬ 
chased them from travellers samples. 
One acquaintance whom he learned 
was contemplating purchasing a pair 
of boots, was told that he (Hender¬ 
son) could get them much cheaper 
for him, as he knew a traveller. 
Henderson not only supplied the 
hoots, but threw in two or three 
other articles of gentlemen’s wear¬ 
ing apparel as well. To his lady 
friends he was equally generous, and 
as he drove a neat little car, he 
was regarded with not unfavorable 
eyes by the fair sex. 

As usually happens with the ma¬ 
jority of crooks, a trifling incident 
proved his undoing. Had he not 
been so ready with information in 
his pretended efforts to assist the 
police, he may have continued his 
prowlings and burglaries indefinitely. 
It is reported that his parents are 
respected residents of the district, 
which occasions all the more sur¬ 
prise that he should have chosen

Material From Coal 

Dryers have been installed at Mc¬ 
Gillivray Creek Coal & Coke Co.'s 
tipple as an experiment to ascertain 
the cost of drying coal, with a view 
to installing what is termed a wet 
washing or cleaning plant, providing 
, the experiment shows that economv 
can be effected as against the pre¬ 
sent method of cleaning coal by air 
pressure. 

G. Kellook, vice-president of Mc¬ 
Gillivray Co., states that wet clean¬ 
ing, or separating of impurities 
from coal, particularly rock, can be 
more efficiently done by the wet 
or flotation process, but the low tem¬ 
peratures of the winter were a 
handicap. It was for this reason 
that the air or dry cleaning process 
was developed for the mines in this 
area. 

The dryer recently installed was 
imported from Manchester, England. 

The company has also installed tw° 
boilers purchased from the city of Leth¬ 
bridge to replace two marine and three 
return tubular boilers, bringing its steam 
plant to its former capacity whereby it 
is enabled to carry a capacity load if re¬ 
quired without being dependent on 
power from other sources.

Scientist States Winter Not As Cold 
In North As Reported 
Winter in the north country la 
warmer than many people bel'eve. 
Tall stories of record low tempera¬ 
tures are due, in many cases, to faul¬ 
ty thermometers in the opin'on of Dr. 
J. M. Stagg. leader of the British 
polar year scientists who spent 13 
months at Fort Rae, North West Ter¬ 
ritories, studying weather condit'ons. 

Dr. Stagg said he and his col¬ 
leagues were surprised the ground 
temperature was as high in winter 
time as they found it. He believed 
inaccurate instruments used in the 
north made the temperature appear 
much lower than it was actually. 
Lowest temperature recorded by them 
at Fort Rae was 40 below zero.

League Issues Warning 

Countries Must Abandon System Of 
Closed National Economies 

“Thdre seem to be real signs the 
depression is gradually lifting,” reads 
a cheering report presented to the 
League of Nations committee on 
economic and financial questions. 

“In industrial countries,” said the 
report, “production is increasing and 
unemployment is diminishing, while 
in the aggregate the exports of coun¬ 
tries whose economy is mainly devot¬ 
ed to agriculture and mining are grad¬ 
ually improved. 

"At the same time visible stocks of 
the great majority of raw materials 
and foodstuffs about which informa¬ 
tion is available would appear to be 
declining.” 

But the report adds warningly, 
“The point has again been made with¬ 
in the League of Nations that there 
can be no lasting improvement of the 
economic situation unless the differ¬ 
ent countries are prepared to aban¬ 
don the system of closed national 
economies which are tending today to 
become general, and which threaten 
to stifle international trade.” 

The report was presented by Au¬ 
guste Schmidt, Esthonian Minister to 
Rome.

Mr. Henderson’s message calls for a re-affirmation by Canada of its un¬ 
swerving loyalty to the League of Nations, of its determination to prevent 
war to the last ounce of its strength, and to promote peace in all its many 
manifestations. 

His concise statement of the enterprise in which the civilized world has 
been engaged since the end of the Great War, namely, to organize peace, 
should impress itself on the minds of every Canadian. The need of an assured 
peace is what the world needs more than anything else. It is more important 
than banking reform, more important than the abolition of tariffs, more im¬ 
portant than startling changes in our political, -economic and social order,— 
and it is more important because it is the absence of an assurance of peace, 
and the fear of war at any moment, that is the cause of the existing world 
depression. It is that fear of war which is the stumbling block to overcom¬ 
ing the depression. And until that fear is removed the depression will con¬ 
tinue regardless of what may be in vogue.

Tuberculosis runs In cycles of 200 
years, during which time its vlrulency 
varies from weak to strong. Dr. Ken¬ 
dall Emerson, managing director of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa¬ 
tion, said at Kansas City. This grad¬ 
ual growth in the intensity of the dis¬ 
ease through a long period of time Is 
similar to the ebb and flow of epi¬ 
demics of Influenza which occur every 
r 20 years, he told the southwest 
clinic.

Germany Dismisses 
The Possibility Of 
An Early Wa: 


Frankfort-On-Main, Germany. — A 
disarmed Germany wants peace. 

Peace echoes through strident ra¬ 
dio appeal, through headlines and 
newspaper propaganda. It dominates 
the proclamation published all over 
the nation with which Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler urges support of this 
policy in the coming plebiscite. 

And talking to the average man 
one hears little of war. The possibil¬ 
ities of an early war are dismissed 
for two reasons: First, Germany real¬ 
izes she would certainly be defeated, 
and second, the Hitler regime is only 
at the outset of its internal program. 

If he is to retain power, Hitter must 


make his domestic policies effective. 

The writer travelled with a young 
Nazi storm trooper through almost 
the entire length of the demilitarized 
Rhine zone, which extends westward 
from about 30 miles east of the 
Rhine. Hitlers storm troops are not 
usually noted for humility but he was 
smilingly frank over the prospect. 

"It wouldn’t be a war,” he laughed. 
“It would he a walk-over. In our 
storm section we have no war. We 
say that if the French bombing

'piGH TEN your belts and hang on as best you can till the 
depression lifts is in effect the message of Premier Ben¬ 
nett on his visit to the west. He held out no rosy promise 
of any material improvement, though expressing confidence 
in the ability of Canadian people to weather the period of 
distress. 

^fORKERS, particularly railwaymen, whose threatened 
strike over a second proposed ten per cent, cut in wages 
is reported to have been averted through compromise, do 
not agree with the premier that our financial integrity with 
bond-holders and other investors in Canadian securities 
should be maintained while thousands suffer for lack of the 
common things. Life and the right to live they claim is of 
greater importance than paying interest on bonds, so that 
his appeal to maintain Canada’s financial integrity is very 
cold comfort to the great majority. 

'J'HE governments of the world are faced with a dilemma. 

Social legislation has been carried to the point where it 
has become well nigh impossible to raise the money re¬ 
quired to continue relief on the present scale. The doctrine 
of the survival of the fittest if allowed to prevail might re¬ 
sult in revolution, which thinking people fully realize would 
be attended with serious results to many, rich and poor. 
The only solution appears to be a more equal division of I 
labor so that people now idle may work. It will mean less 
so called luxuries and a much simpler life in general. 

'PTIE American standard of living makes it impossible to 
successfully compete with countries such as Japan, which 
already is becoming a serious contender in manufactured 
goods, even to the extent of competing with Britain in heavy 
machinery. The cotton trade of Lancashire has suffered 
heavily from Japanese competition. Japan will not increase 
its standard of living for the common people or the wealthy 
classes. Japanese business men state their people maintain 
physical fitness on a diet which American or British people 
would regard as almost starvation, while the business man 
pleasures are of the simple kind which entail very little ex¬ 
penditure of money compared with our people’s requirements. 

\YITH a population of 65 millions, there are less motor 
car licenses iu Japan than in the province of Alberta, 
and the tired business man, instead of driving an expensive 
car, with possibly a hired chaffeur, as in America, will take 
his holiday in a secluded spot or in his own garden, and rest 
himself thoroughly so that he will return to his business 
with renewed vigor. 

“YOU must change your way of life’’ is the Jap’s reply to 
the western world’s urgings to improve his standard of 
living. Here is a conflict in ideals which has a far reaching 
effect and will continue to. The Oriental standard versus 
the Occidental increases the difficulties of alleviating unem 
ployment. Tariff restrictions will be of no avail, for if we 
do not buy from other nations we cannot sell to them. To 
get even a glimpse of a solution of the problem appears a re-1 
mote possibility, for an ambitious country such as Japan 
will certainly find an outlet for its people and its products. 
The invasion of Manchuria and its conquest was vital to 
Japanese expansion, and as time goes on undoubtedly they 
will seek other fields.
